Will Not Be Budgeted 
The notes echoed previous ones 
sent to the Kremlin December 
and indicated that the western 
powers would not be budged from 
their stand that any conference 
must consider more than the de­ 
militarization of Germany. 
The U. S., Great Britain and 
France again urged the Soviets to 
be “prepared to discuss the elimi­ 
nation of the principal causes of 
the present international crisis 
and asked for further clarification 
of the Russians’ views. 
They stated flatly: 
“The tension which exists in tne 
world today does not arise from 
the German problem.” 
Counter Proposal 
As in the case when the Krem­ 
lin first suggested' the conference, 
the western powers countered with 
a proposal for a preliminary meet­ 
ing of deputies to draw up an 
agenda with the topics arranged 
in the order in which they would 
be taken up. 
The Big Three suggested that 
the deputies meet in Paris. Under 
the western plan, the deputies 
would be concerned only with ar 
ranging a program for the foreign 
ministers—not with the solution of 
any problems. 
Washington officials are frankly 
sk ep tical that anything would be 
gained by such a conference but 
the door is left open for a top-level 
session with the Russians. Few ob­ 
servers believe the western term s 
are. such that the Soviets will ac­ 
cept them. 
The latest western notes again 
stated that Russia’s charges about

UNDAUNTED ROMEO OF LAKE SUCCESS 


FRENCH DIKE IS HOLDING 
In Indo-China, as in Korea, the “human sea” tactics 
favored by Communist military strategists have not been 
working out quite as expected. Twice since Christmas the 
Vietminh forces have mounted strong offensives against the 
French, twice they have made initial gains, and twice they 
have been forced to withdraw after taking severe losses. They 
will have to try again if they are still determined to win a 
major victory. 
They probably will try again, for the defense command 
does not think the Vietminh forces have been crippled. It is 
the opinion in Hanoi that the Communist-led rebels will strike 
once more—this time with artillery, armored vehicles, and 
motor transport. But there is a new confidence among the 
French, for they have just turned back an attack that might 
well have overwhelmed them only two months ago. 
So the dispatches say, and they are to be read with con­ 
siderable satisfaction because the loss of Indo-China to the 
Communists would almost certainly mean an all-Communist 
Asia. But it is even better to read that the Vietminh forces 
have been handicapped by a serious supply problem. They have 
plenty of men but they are having a hard time keeping them 
fed, clothed, armed, provided with ammunition, and cared for 
if wounded. 
These difficulties have not seemed to trouble them over­ 
much in the past. But things are different now because the 
French have been carrying on their defense from behind a 
shortened perimeter, because reinforcements have arrived, 
and because American equipment has been put into use. 
Against a determined defense, it appears, even the seemingly 
limitless manpower resources of the Communists are not an 
invincible weapon. 


Great Britain’s extreme reluc­ 
tance to support any measures that 
could lead to a complete and open 
break between the Western nations 
and Communist China has become 
overwhelmingly evident. 
Prime Minister Attlee reported 
to the House of Commons on the 
Far Eastern situation when parlia­ 
ment reassembled after a long va­ 
cation recess. 
The nub of his long and care­ 
fully thought out speech was con­ 
tained in one sentence. 
He said that Britain concedes 
that Communist China should be 
condemned for intervening in Kor­ 
ea in suport of North Korean ag­ 
gression. 
Wants China Branded 
But assisting an aggressor can 
be interpreted as something quite 
different from outright aggression. 
The United States wants China 
branded as an outright aggressor 
on the grounds that by pouring 
troops 
across 
the 
Manchurian 
border the Chinese started what 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur described 
as “a brand new war.” 
The jockeying for position in the 
grave Far Eastern crisis before the 
United Nations and before parlia­ 
ments has few parallels in modern 
times. 
It is inconceivable that the peo­ 
ple of Britain needed the warning 
given by Winston Churchill of the 
grave dangers” inherent in any 
m a j o r Anglo-American foreign 
policy split. 
Yet he hammered away at this 
point. He warned also that efforts 


Britain Reluctant To Act 
to divide the United Nations could 
benefit only Soviet Russia. 
Nevertheless, it is clear that 
Britain is not prepared to go the 
whole distance in supporting the 
American stand at Lake Success. 


The Parent 
Problem 


By Garry C. Myers, Ph. D. 


WINTER WONDERLAND 
The creation of numerous and sometimes overlapping 
federal agencies has produced a state of confusion distinctly 
reminiscent of World War II in the minds of many officials. 
In the maze of alphabetical agencies and bureaus, there 
emerges once again the question of authority over certain 
phases of the nation’s war effort. General administrative prob­ 
lems are multiplying. 
Of course, some of this confusion is unavoidable because 
of the complex and sweeping nature of plans necessary to 
mobilize a population of 150,000,000 plus. 
However, many officials feel that the same mistake of 
World War II is being made all over again. That is, they say 
there is no clear delineation of lines of authority. 
For example, there’s some doubt about where the powers 
of Securities Resources Board Chairman Stuart Symington 
end and those of Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson begin. 
Theoretically, Wilson is Symington’s superior but it may not 
work out that way in practice. 
One explanation is that Symington formulates policy and 
Wilson directs the administration of policy. Many officials feel 
that both policy-making and administration should be dele­ 
gated to one man—not two. 


A MILLION 
An economist of an earlier generation once declared the 
average person cannot vision a million dollars. What he meant 
was simply that the sum of one million applied to money was 
beyond the understanding of the average citizen. He went on 
to say that a million dollars would supply every need and 
whim of its owner, and actually make him rich beyond any 
human desire. 
When President Truman announces a proposed budget 
of $71,000,000,000 even the most learned economist can 
hardly comprehend such sum. That is, by simple arithmetic, 
71,000 millions, a staggering total. Reducing it to what may be 
simpler terms, Mr. Truman’s demands will place a debt on 
every man, woman and child in the nation of nearly $400. 
While the need for these billions of dollars is great, back 
of the spending lurks the threat of inflation, as well as a gen-# 
eral breakdown of the nation’s financial system. Fundament­ 
ally that system is based upon the integrity of the American 
dollar, both at home and abroad. 
When it becomes necessary to dish them out in such stag­ 
gering sums great care must be taken to prevent the dollar 
from becoming so cheap it no longer serves its purpose as the 
foundation of a great economy. 


TRAINING THE PRESCHOOL 
CHILD 
Occasionally, in this column, I 
have suggested many ways of pre­ 
paring the baby and young child 
for entering school. Cultivate good 
health habits in him. Train him 
early in respect for the rights and 
possessions of others and regard 
for constituted authority. Provide 
him with a family atmosphere of 
serenity, understanding and affec­ 
tion. Help him to learn to feel 
comfortable out of the presence 
of each and both of his parents 
and to enjoy the loving care by 
other persons and lots of fun with 
other children of his own age. 
Encourage creative piay in him 
alone and with other children. 
Read to him and encourage hi* 
inventions with words and things. 
(My bulletin “Parents Can Help 
Child Succeed at School'’ may be 
had by sending a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to at 235 East 
45th street, New York, N. Y.) 
As you can see, all or any of 
these means of early education 
of the child should enable him 
better to adapt himself to new 
and strange persons caring for 
and guiding him. 
Reading To Child 
While reading to the young 
child at home and encouraging 
him to create with objects, cray­ 
ons or words help prepare him to 
concentrate and go on in these 
activités at school, they also pre­ 
pare him to go on enjoying such 
experiences elsewhere when not 
in the presence of his father or 
mother, therefore, less dependent 
emotionally on them. 
The young child who is often 
read to easily enjoys listening to 
whoever will read to him. Indeed, 
a total stranger might easily win 
his warm friendship through a 
story and almost any adult or 
older child can read to a little 
child, and thereby make him feel 
more secure. My bulletin “Books 
from Which To Read to the Baby 
and Young Child” (to be had by 
sending a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope to me» gives seventeen 
good reasons for reading to the 
little child.

Diplomatic Complications 
Thus while the military compli­ 
cations in Korea grow, the diplo­ 
matic ones also increase out on 
Long Island, in Washington and in 
London and no clear solution of 
the manifold problem is anywhere 
in sight. 
Attlee made it clear that Great 
Britain has not abandoned hope of 
peaceful negotiations. But at the 
same time he admitted that the 
latest “offer” from Peiping with 
regard to a Korean cease fire 
might turn out to be an Oriental 
trick—a conclusion that the Tru­ 
man administration seems to have 
reached at the beginning. 
The reasons for British hesita­ 
tion at the present time are clear. 
Already heavily committed on 
Malaya and elsewhere in the Far 
East, Britain cannot afford to risk 
any extension or prolongation of 
conflict. 
By the same token, she can ill 
afford to tamper with the pre­ 
carious protective military balance 
in Europe. 
These two factors have combined 
to produce the repeated charges 
that Britain is being “half-hearted” 
both about fighting in Korea for 
the United Nations and in throw­ 
ing in her weight in favor of a 
strong U.N. diplomatic stand. 
Try To Put Over Idea 
Time and again British officials 
have tried to put over in an im­ 
pressive manner how much mili­ 
tary force and how much money 
Britain already has tied up in the 
Far East as anti-Communist bul­ 
warks.

Gan. Eisanhowar's Tour Succast 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25—All reports, both pubUc and private, 
agree that General Eisenhower’s tour of Europe has hem an unquali­ 
fied success. Far more than the actual step* taken to accelerate North 
Atlantic defenses is the current of hope stirred by Eiewhower’s con­ 
fident, vigorous presence. 
_ 
. 
He referred to himself jokingly before he left as a psychological 
bomb. And that phrase expresses the Impact that he has made on the 
European capitals as he has moved from one to the other. 
This is, of course, the answer to the controversy in the Senate. 
Already the force of the Eisenhower mission has reduced the terms of 
that controversy. Senator Taft of Ohio has modified his position to 
stand now on a limitation on the number of American troops which 
may be sent to Europe. He originally challenged the Presidente right 
to send any more American divisions. 
Ne Easy Task Ahead 
Eisenhower's task when he returns will not be an easy one. When 
he goes before Congress, he will be pressed hard to give the kind of 
iron-clad assurances that Congress longs to hear. His problem then 
will be to say enough without saying too much. 
For he will know, as any realist must know, that there is ne 
guarantee of security in any plan of defense in the present perilous 
state of the world. But along with America’s top military command, 
Eisenhower believes it is imperative to try to save for the defense of 
the west America’s allies in Western Europe with their great industrial 
complex and their resources of men and materials. 
*This Is Great Gamble* 
This is a great gamble. But it is less of a gamble, in the view of 
military men, than the Gibraltar concept of falling back to a bastion 
in the Western Hemisphere. The latter, as they see it, means a certain 
conflict on the most impossible terms. 
Avoiding one of those final, positive statements that Congress 
presses for, Eisenhower will have to give his opinion on the defense 
of Western Europe with the assistance of American divisions. No one 
can doubt that with his prestige and his capacities as a soldier-diplomat 
he will be able to do this to the satisfaction of almost everyone. 
, 
Additional American Troop« 
On the basis of his findings thus far, Eisenhower tends to confirm 
the estimate for additional American troops that had been tentatively 
worked out before his departure. As was stated recently in this space, 
a period of nine to 18 months. This would make a total of six American 
divisions in Western Germany by the spring of 1052. 
The biggest gamble Is on whether Russia means to move in 
Europe in 1951 In order to prevent this accretion of power. Neither 
Eisenhower nor anyone else outside the secret fastness of the Kremlin 
in Moscow can answer that question. The signs can be read either way. 
Besides his testimony before Congressional committees, it is now 
contemplated that Eisenhower will make a nationwide broadcast, 
reporting on his survey. The emphasis will be on the determination 
of America and the Western Allies to try to preserve the peace through 
a common defense effort. 
Stress In Everything Said 
That has been the stress in everything Eisenhower has said on hie 
current tour. And it is an important contribution. As Senator Brien 
McMahon pointed out in his Senate speech, we have let the Soviet 
Union appropriate the world’s hope of peace while too many policy­ 
makers in this country make inflammatory statements that aeem to 
lend credence to the Russian charge of warmonger. 
Similarly, Eisenhower has taken a common-sense attitude toward 
German rearmament. He has been acutely aware of the error in giving 
the Germans the impression that western defense plans were dependent 
on German divisions. On his visit to Frankfort he sought to correct 
this by stating frankly that it was up to the German people to make 
their own choice. For the time being, as Eisenhower sees it, nothing 
substantial can be done about German rearming. In terms of German 
politics and German opinion, the problem must be allowed to simmer. 
The Communist leadership correctly recognizes the high signifi­ 
cance of Eisenhower’s mission in rebuilding European confidence. That 
is the reason for the demonstrations in Rome and Paris. 
It Is also the reason for the new barrage of Soviet propaganda 
aimed at France and Britain. This fear propaganda linked to the ques­ 
tion of the Soviet treaties with the two countries is intended to under­ 
mine and destroy the confidence and cooperation Eisenhower is helping 
to build. It is designed to convince opinion, both in Western Europe 
and America, that cooperation will mean war. To stand up to that 
barrage will take the kind of resolution and singleness of purpose that 
Eisenhower has sown in his current mission.

JANUARY THAW 
Respite from a snow fettered 
and ice buttressed winter in the 
north country almost unfailingly 
comes 
some 
time 
in 
January. 
Warm, so-called Chinook 
winds 
prevade the countryside and raise 
havoc with the accumulations of 
ice and snow. The thaw is the first 
intimation of the spring that is to 
come. It is a spark of hope and en­ 
couragement 
to 
the 
hardbitten 
dwellers of the snowy wastes. 
We who live in what is supposed 
to be a milder clime and have 
thus far experienced a winter as 
tough as any that can be dished out 
in the north country, welcomed the 
extensive thaw of last week. 
At 7:00 a. m., on Friday our 
thermometer 
registered 
a 
com­ 
fortable 52. You may recall that 
during the day it climbed to an 
official 63. On Saturday it hit a 
high of 66. Heretofore unassail­ 
able snowbanks and reinforced ice 
ladened with the sooty debris of 
the past five or six weeks, suc­ 
cumbed to the blandishments of 
caressing breezes and warm sun. 
View Damage Done 
For the first time we viewed 
the damage done to our rose beds 
by a huge snowdrift abetted bv 
more of the white stuff shoveled 
from the drive. The plants were 
a mass of twisted, broken branches 
in some places completely pulled 
from the ground by the weight of 
the snow. Well, there’s nothing 
much that can be done except to 
prune the damaged branches and 
then cover the plants with straw 
as is usually done after the first 
freeze. Since most of the canes 
well covered by the snow there 
was little or no frost damage. 
The evergreens? A sorry sight, 
they. Most of ours will need re­ 
placing. . However, it will pay to 
examine for broken branches and 
cleanly prune them off. 
Small j 
azaleas 
and 
rhodendrons 
w ere; 
pretty badly mangled. Judicious ! 
pruning will help, cutting in such 
a way as to retain as symmetrical 
a shape as possible.

but since the weather this year is 
as unpredictable as a maiden s 
affections, it may be that that first 
robin may suffer a severe case 
of frost bite. But, human nature 
being what it is, naturally we are 
inclined to favor the more opti­ 
mistic prognostication. 
Fifty Robins! 
On Monday 
evening at least 
fifty robins were seen feeding in 
a field near the Frank Hay resi­ 
dence on the New Castle-Ellwood 
road. Since Mr. Hay observed them 
to be well fed and brightly col­ 
ored it may be assumed that they 
were probably new arrivals from 
the southland.

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Develop Machine To Count 
Old US. Dollar Bills 


By ROBERT CLARK 
(L N. S.'’Staff Correspondent) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — An 
economy-minded treasury came up 
■ with a new twist in labor-saving 
devices today—a machine to count 
old dollar bills. 
Secretary Snyder announced the 
development of an “electric eye" 
counter to thumb through the five 
million torn and tattered paper 
dollars that have to be retired 
daily. 
Hie treasury will install 25 of 
the machines to replace—at an an­ 
nual saving of $250,000—80 em­ 
ployes who now do the job by 
ploye: 
hand.

The machines each count more 
than 500 dollars a minute, eight 
times as fast as the average em­ 
ploye. And they don’t mind the 
smell, either. 
Will Take Over Job 
The electric eyes will take over 
the job of checking the silver cer- 
ttfjcates that come into the treas­ 
ury for redemption after banks de­ 
cide they’ve outlived their useful­ 
ness. Federal Reserve banks bind 
the old bills in bundles of 100 and 
cut them in half, but the treasury 
rechecks the count just to make 
sure. 
The new machines, developed by 
the Bureau of Standards, reject 
packages that don’t contain exactly 
100 bills after counting them by 
means of a light beam that actuates 
a photo-electric system. 
New money has been machine- 
counted for years, but until now 
no mechanical device had been 
able to keep an accurate count on 
bills that were wrinkled and dog­ 
eared. 
The average life of a dollar bill 
is about nine months—and with 
more than a billion in circulation 
just replacing the old ones is a 
big job. 
Last year alone, 1,138,588,540 
dollar bills were sent in * for re­ 
demption—nearly 5 million pounds 
in all. 
Coins, fortunately,- have a much 
longer life span. The average life 
of the nearly one and a half mil­ 
lion dollars worth of coins of all 
types currently held by the public 
is 25 to 30 years. 
Total currency and coins in cir­ 
culation, in case you would like to 
know whether you’ve got your 
share, is about 27 billion dollars— 
$180 for every man, woman and 
child in the country.......................

So the late Mr. Cobb wrote him­ 
self a small book “Speaking of 
Operations” which got him off the 
nut at the hospital and paid his 
quacks. It has gone through dozens 
of editions, sold more than 300,000 
copies, sells steadily today and» is 
pouring money into the till of his 
heirs and assigns. 
“Blow-By-Blow Description” 
r 
While I was recently in a hos­ 
pital drydock for repairs, a friend 
sent me Mr. Cobb’s tome.. It is 
a very funny blow-by-blow de­ 
scription of an operation from 
first examination to final fcather- 
stitching. 
But 
as 
I read 
Mr. 
Cobb’s confessions, it occurred to 
me that the book is at least as his­ 
toric as it is hilarious. 
It is obvious that hospital and 
operative 
techniques 
have 
so 
changed that Mr. Cobb’s memoirs 
might just as readily have been 
w ritten in the dark ages as only 
36 years ago. 
I read with envy and disbelief 
the basis of one of Mr. Cobb’s big­ 
gest beefs: that he was forced to 
spend ten days flat on his back 
following his encounter with the 
men in white. 
Let me tell you there is none of 
this leisure or self-indulgence per­ 
m itted in ye modern hospital!

And when, four or five hours 
this side of the operating room, I 
suggested delicately that I would 
like to visit the bathroom, my 
nurse said “sure, why not?

over in that corner.” 
I’ll say this for the girl: she did 
stick my slippers on my feet, and 
when I looked at her reproachful 
gaze, she had the grace to shrug 
and say “things are tough all 
over.” 
From her attitude, I gathered 
she deemed me lucky to have been 
born into an era with the plumb­ 
ing indoors.

Preparing For 
Price Probe 


Soaring Food Prices 
To Be Investigated 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 25—(INS) 
—The Senate Agriculture Commit­ 
tee is preparing today a full-scale 
probe into "who gets what" from 
soaring food prices. 
Plans for the investigation were 
disclosed by committee chairman 
Ellender tD> La., who is thinking 
of sponsoring "mark-up control" 
legislation to prevent food price 
profiteering. 
Ellender said the committees 
gim will be to throw the spotlight 
on “gougers" operating in the food 
business. 
A secondary purpose, he said, 
will be to stave of any attempt to 
cripple the farm 
price support 
program in connection with anti­ 
inflation controls. 
He explained: 
, "I want to try to explode the 
Idea that the farm support program 
♦ill in any wise interfere with an> 
price control plan in the offing." 
At 
the 
same 
time. 
Ellender 
served notice that he will "strenu­ 
ously oppose any effort from the 
President on down to take away 
the support program." 
The agriculture chairman has j 
expressed strong opposition to a 
reported White House move to re-1 
move from tlje present price con-; 
trol law a section which forbids j 
ceilings on any farm products be­ 
low parity. 
The Agriculture Department says * 
that U. S. farm exports in Novern- j 
her were running three per cent 
higher than they were a year ago. 
The department reports that ex­ 
port of farm commodities during 
that month totaled 266 million dol­ 
lars, compared with 259 million in 
November. 1949. 
The nation’s total exports last 
November, including 
both 
farm 
and non-farm commodities, also 
were 
g r e a t e r . 
Total 
exports 
amounted to 967 million dollars, 
■while a year ago they were 833 
giillion dollars. 
. While both the total exports and 
farm exports both showed higher in 
November, the proportion of farm 
exports to the over-all exports de­ 
clined three per cent from a year 
ago. 
In November. 1950. agriculture 
exports totaled 28 per cent of all 
exports, compared with 31 per cent! 
during November. 1949. 
As usual, the department says, 
eotton held first place in value 
im ong the agricultural exports. 
Total cotton exports last Novem­ 
ber were valued at slightly more 
than 79 million dollars, an in­ 
crease of 11 per cent over a year 
ago.

HARRISBURG, Jan. 25 — <INS> 
—The state civil defense commis­ 
sion has begun distribution of 21,- 
000 manuals telling leaders of key 
industries how their plants best 
can be protected in event of enemy 
attack. 
The 65-page booklet emphasizes 
the futility of any civil defense 
program that fails to provide for 
an effective program of defense 
for vital industries. 
"No future enemy will commit 
the fatal blunder of failing to at­ 
tempt the destruction of this basic 
strength with every means avail­ 
able to him,” 
says a foreword 
signed by Maj. Gen. Richard K. 
Mellon, commission chairman, and 
Director Alton C. Miller. 
The nation is now in an "alert” 
period as far as civil defense is 
concerned, says the manual. 
Two Other Periods 
"Two other periods may follow 
at some future time,” it states. 
"One will be when we are at­ 
tacked by an enemy, with or with­ 
out formal declaration of 
war. 
The other will be when our home­ 
land is attacked by some form of 
devastating weapon,, such as the 
atomic bomb.” 
The 
pamphlet 
issues 
specific 
recommendations to industry on 
how 
to 
protect 
itself 
against 
enemy 
weapons including 
espi­ 
onage, 
sabotage 
and direct 
at­ 
tack. 
O thtr chapters advise how to 
prevent plant damage from fire 
and accident resulting from the 
increased tension of all-out war 
production. 
Plant protection, according to 
the manual, primarily is the re­ 
sponsibility of industrial manage­ 
ment 
with 
the 
cooperation 
of 
labor. 
"The 
stakes 
are 
large,” 
the 


manual points out. “The pay-off 
may be in term s of livfcs saved, 
business 
preserved. 
Insurance 
programs may protect the plant 
and its personnel from financial 
loss in the event of catastrophe 
but insurance does not replace 
men or production.” 
The pamphlet explains that plant 
protection measures seldom will 
I demonstrate their real value until 
an enemy attack is made, and "it 
is then too late to improvise.” 
The pamphlet insists that pres­ 
ent day risks are real, not specu- 
1 lative. 
“The question is now whether 
there is a real danger, but solely 
how imminent is the danger," it 
adds.

After that Jesus and the twelve 
went to a house, but the m ulti­ 
tudes came to them in such num­ 
bers that they were not even able 
to eat. 
Opposition to Jesus was grow­ 
ing. 
Some scribes who had come 
down from Jerusalem said "He 
hath Beelzebub, and by the prince 
of 
the 
devils 
He 
easteth 
out 
devils.” 
It seems impossible that anyone 
who has seen the Saviour, beheld 
the work He had done among the 
poor and afflicted; and heard His 
words, could ever think that He 
was in league with the devil. 
Jesus called these men to Him 
and said, "How can Satan cast 
out Satan?" 
He pointed out that 
if Satan was working against him­ 
self, his kingdom couldn't 
last. 
"And if a kingdom be divided 
against itself, that kingdom can­ 
not stand.” He told them. 
Then Jesus warned them that 
they were blaspheming, and that 
for that sin against the Holy Ghost 
there was no forgiveness. 
Jesus also proclaimed at this 
time that He no longer considered 
His mother and other members of 
His family as closer to Him than 
others. 
He had been told that His 
mother and brethren were with­ 
out. seeking Him. 
"And He looked round about on 
them which sat about Him, and 
said. Behold My mother and My 
brethren.” 
So eager were the people gen­ 
erally to hear the Master, that 
when He went again to the sea­ 
side they followed Him in droves 
The beach was so crowded that 
Jesus entered a boat and taught 
the multitude from there.

He began to illustrate His teach 
ing with parables. 
He said a sower went out to 
sow; some of the seed fell by the 
wavside and wras eaten up by the 
birds, some fell on stony ground 
where they began to grow-, but not 
finding enough earth in which to 
develop roots, when the sun came 
up they withered and died.

S. Air Force official warned today 
against a possible Chinese Com­ 
m unist ruse in talk of a cease fire 
and negotiated peace in the Ko­ 
rean War.

th u r’s command to continue to 
level crippling air blows against 
the enemy despite the talk of 
peace.

Control On Milk 


County Dairymen In 


Discussion Meeting 


In order that Lawrence county 
dairymen may be kept informed 
on problems affecting thpm. a dis­ 
cussion meeting on Federal price 
fixing in regard to milk was held 
in the court house Wednesday eve­ 
ning, under the auspices of the 
Lawrence County Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Association. 
This was the second in a series 
of meetings of this nature, the 
matter of security for the farm 
operator having been discussed at 
a previous meeting. 
Hood Leads Dicsussion 
Kenneth Hood of Penn State 
college, extension agricultural eoc- 
nomic specialist, was present and 
pointed out the fact that milk is a 
most unusual commodity. 
It is 
bulky, highly perishable and sub­ 
ject to stringent sanitary regula­ 
tions, which require considerable 
expense on the part of the pro­ 
ducer. 
It cannot be stored any 
length of time, thus requiring 
daily marketing, and because of 
Its nature is more difficult to 
move in market channels which 
other commodities use. 
Mr. Hood 
led the discussion which followed. 
A number of viewpoints on the 
subject of federal price control 
were presented. 
It was pointed 
out that approximately half the 
milk sold in bottles in the country 
Is under some form of price con­ 
trol. either federal or state. 
Milk 
In the Philadelphia is subject to 
Federal control, while that in the 
remainder of the state is under 
the 
Pennsylvania Milk 
Control 
Commission. 
No attempt was made to secure 
a concrete expression of the opin­ 
ion of the large number of dairy­ 
men present, the idea being mere­ 
ly to keep dairymen informed of 
the regulations to which they are 
subject, and to stimulate their 
thinking in the matter. 
The next in the series of meet­ 
ings will take place on February 
28, when the matter of farm co­ 
operatives will be the topic to be 
aired.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25—(INS)— 
The U. S. continental air com­ 
mand announced that 15 of the 21 
air forae reserve wings being call­ 
ed up for the air force will be 
broken into smaller units or their 
members will be assigned individ­ 
ually throughout the air force. 
The air command said this is be­ 
ing done "for the most effective 
use of the trained and skilled per­ 
sonnel.'' 
Involves 150,000 Men 
The recent call 
ordering air 
force reserve forces into active 
military 
service 
involves 
about 
150.000 men and is designed to in­ 
crease air force manpower to 917- 
000 as soon as possible. Included 
in the call are at least 12 National 
Guard wings, 21 air reserve wings 
and 
unassigned 
reserve 
person­ 
nel. 
Today's announcement said al­ 
though the reserve wings will be 
ordered into active service as units, 
they will not. in all cases, remain 
as units. 
Fifteen of the reserve 
wings will be either broken *down 
into smaller components, such as 
squadrons, or their members will 
be r e a s s i g n e d as individuals 
' throughout the air force. 
Six reserve troop carrier wings 
are being retained as units. 
Maj. Gen. Williard H. Hale, com­ 
manding general of the continental 
air command, said: 
“We are extremely sorry that the I 
morale and spirit that has been 
engendered through the past sev­ 
eral years of training together as 
units must be destroyed by some 
of these actions. 
“We would like to utilize all the 
reserve wings as units, but the 
structure of the air force as a 
whole would be unbalanced were 
we to da so at this time

perience and maturity that is rep­ 
resented by the personnel of cer- 


personnel to arrange their affairs. 
A minimum of one month prior 
notice before the reporting date 
for active service is assured in all 
cases.

Shows Groat Bravery 


East Lackawannock 


New Bedford’s “Fightin’ Par­ 
son." Captain Logan E. Weston is 
still in their “pitehing” according 
to the latest word reaching here 
from Korea. The former county 
man's latest “contact” with the 
enemy meant death to three Chi­ 
nese Reds in a hand-to-hand battle 
in an enemy machine gun nest. - 
Returning to battle after two 
months hospitalization, following 
multiple wounds received in action, 
he was in command when his men 
were surrounded by Chinese troops 
and communications disrupted. 
Weston who has already been 
much decorated, boarded a jeep, 
determined to penetrate enemy 
lines and summond American help 
for his embattled unit The speed­ 
ing vehicle took him safely through 
the first line of fire, but a lone 
enemy machine gun at a road 
block shot at him, disabling the 
jeep. 
The fightin’ preacher, who was 
so dubbed due to hLs having prayer 
with his men before going into 
each skirmish, miraculously es­ 
caped harm from the fusillade. 
Dismounting from his bullet-rid- 
duled and useless jeep. Captain 
Weston crawled through under­ 
brush to the ditch from where the 
machine gun had been fired. He 
plunged into the pit and single- 
handedly disposed of the three 
Chinese soldiers who manned the 
gun. 
Subsequent reinforcements 
arrived to relieve his company 
from encirclement. 
Born in New Bedford. Weston 
graduated from Transylvania Bible 
school at Freeport. He had hope 
to get in as a chaplain but had not 
had time to meet the requirements 
before the present conflict started. 
Captain Weston was awarded the 
Distinguished 
Service 
Cross 
in 
August of 1950 when he led his 
men of the 27th Infantry in an at­ 
tack which killed 400 North Kor­ 
eans.

JUDGING from present indications, promotion of boxing and 
wrestling here this summer will be akin to shoving one’s head into 
a lion’s mouth, a risk few care to take. The government has clamped 
down on material for amusement places, hence there are no prospects 
of a sportsorium being erected. 
Promoters have only Flaherty Memorial field available, unless 
they choose to run attractions beneath a Big Top, as was done at Erie, 
P a , when promoters staged a 20-round fight between Battling Terry 
and Joe Kid Kansas. 
Flaherty field is a big plant, and, therefore, is expensive to operate, 
hence the rental must be commensurate. So far, only two fights paid 
off there, and in each of the affrays. 
To procure a Big Top, circus seats and a ring would cost plenty, 
hence it will be a promoter’s problem—whether to try and procure 
Flaherty field or to rent a Big Top, plus equipment, for ring attractions. 
Some years ago the city was better fixed for a paying ring promo­ 
tion than it now enjoys. In those days, Pozza, Brothers, Moran and 
other local boxers were “going good.” Bell, Sabotin, Marotta, out-of- 
towners, were popular. 
Nowadays. Brothers apparently has passed out of the local fight 
picture, as has Pozza, although Here and There read in a Pittsburgh 
newspaper recently that John Loccisano said Pozza, Moran and Hig­ 
gins had returned to training . 
As for wrestlers, the grapplers’ booking agents did most to kill 
off the exhibitions here.

Budget Ready 


Controller Submits 
It To Commissioners 


County Controller Andrew M. 
Dodds has submitted the budget 
for the institution departm ent to 
the county commissioners for 1951. 
The budget is now upon public 
display and will be on display for 
twenty days. Following that fche 
commissioners have ten days to 
alter it if they wish before ap­ 
proval. 
There is a possibility that some 
cuts will be made in the totals 
submitted. As the budget is now 
there is some doubt that the one 
mill tax levy can be maintained. 
With a few cuts here and there 
the commissioners feel they can 
hold it at one mill. 
Going Into 1951 there was a 
balance of $71,455.65 on hand. Rev­ 
enues from all sources for the 
year are estimated at $112,162.50 
which would give the departm ent 
a woking capital Of $197,338.04. 
Real estate would provide $95,- 
062.50 of the receipts. 
Expenditures are estimated at 
$175,679. In 1950 the expenditures 
actually made totalled $125,882.39. 
Under the budget as it is presently 
made up the estimated balance at 
the end of the year would be 
around $8,000 a precarious balance 
if any emergency expenditures be­ 
came necessary. 
The largest expenditure listed is 
the operation of the county home 
which is the chief work of the 
institution department. In 
1950, 
$72,057.65 was epent. In 1951 it is 
estimated it will coot $90,922.

Camera Fans To

Of Course At YW 


Beginning the week of February 
12, an eight weeks course for Photo 
Hobbyists will open at the Y. W. 
C. A. with R. H. Boak as instruc­ 
tor. 
Men and women, old and 
young, «all may join. 
Mr. Boak is well known for his 
expert skill in this field. He says 
instruction will be given in camera 
composition, camera technique and 
guidance in all phases of both 
movies and stills such as color 
photography, the setting up of 
lights, and actual taking of pic­ 
tures. 
Mr. Boak’s major interest at the 
present time is in movies. 
He 
estimates that around 1.000 people 
in New Castle now own movie 
cameras. Movie instruction will in­ 
clude splicing and editing. Editing 
is the insertion of a section of one 
film into another film, an act often 
performed in commercial movies 
in order to improve the story. 
Camera technique includes the 
study of lens as to focus, light, 
diaphragm opening, the use of fil­ 
ters. For example, the use of a 
filter makes a picture of clouds 
better by cutting down the blues. 
Mr.'Boak told in his interview with

A newcomer in the field of 
photography is bound to make mis­ 
takes but he will make fewer after 
being in a class of this kind. He 
may not know what kind of camera 
to buy or points to look for. F34 
or any other number will mean 
nothing to him. Guidance in buy­ 


ing a camera will be given with 
perhaps a stock of them on hand 
for visual aid. 
Camera technique is a vast field 
and it will be impossible to touch 
on all its phases. One of the most 
important things Mr. Boak wants 
the people in the course to get is
